From the Amfterdam Gazette, &c. dared Auguft 20. 
Rome, July 31. 


Everal Congregations of State have been held 
this Week, upon the Condition of Affairs in 
the Ferrareze. And belides the Letters of 
Complaint that are come irom ‘hat Province, 
Deputies from tbe Citics of Ferrara and Bo- 

logna have attended tke Pope co reprefent to him 
the great Damage the Coun:ry futfers by the march 
of the forreign Troops: Whereupon Couriers have 
been difpacch’d with his Holinets’s Orders. The 
15th of this Month Cardinal Grimani fenr a 
Courier to Vienna, with Letiers from the Pope ear- 
neftly recommending tbe Prince of Lorrain Bithop of 
Ofnabrug to the Chapter of the Cacbedral of Mun- 
fter, ro c'e& him for their Bithop, To Day Cardinal 
Pallavicino having refign’d the Office ot Goweinour 
of this City, Signior Caffareili one of the Auditors 
of the Rota took poffeilion of it with the ufual 
Ceremonies. He is a Perfon of gicat Reputation 
for Love of Jufticg, and good Order, fo that the 
Citizens are pleas’d with the Pope's con- 
ferring this Office upon him. 
From che Amfterdam Gazerre, dated Auguft 17. 
Wafaw, Aug. 1. King Auguftus is on the march 
with his Army from Grodno; whence ‘tis advis'd 
that an Exprefs was arriv’d the.e, being fenc by his 
Majefty to Prince Wielnowiski General of Lithua- 
nia, to give him Notice of his march. His Majefty 
hed receiv’d Advice by an Expr: fs, thar the Czar of 
Mufcovy was act Smolensko, and that bis Army 
which had Orders to joyn that of Poland was arriv'd 
inthe Neighbourhood of Minsk in Lithuania. ’Tis 
faid, that the King of Sweden having [atelligence 
of thefe Motions, is preparing to march with his 
Horfe to endeavour to oppofe the Junction of King 
Auguftus with the Mufcovites. King Staniflaus is 
attiv'd at Lublin, to precide in the Diet of that 
Palatinate, and encourage the Nobility’ to. declare 
forhim, as thofe of the Province of Volhinia bave 
done. Collonel Ribinski, whom King Avguftus bas 
left to cOmmand in Cracow, makes the neceffary Di- 
tpofitions for a vigorous Defence; having put the 
Fortifications of the Caftle into good Order, and 
farnifh’d it with fufficient Stores of Ammunition and 
Provifiuns, Hehas demanded 36000 Flogins of tke 
City, for paying bis Garrifon; but the Inhabirants 
have been fo drain’d by former Contributions that 
‘tisextremely hard for them to levy this. | 
From the Leiden Gazerte, &c. dated Auguft 17. 
Aug. 4: King Auguftus is arriv’d with 
his Army on the Frontier of Lithuania, to joyn the 
Army of that great Dutchy and a Reinforcement of 
20000 Men fent him by the Czir of Mufcovy. 
After which Junct: he will am of 
40000 Men, His Czarith Majefty has lately fene 


him large Remittances of Money, and “tis ralk’d 
is drawing together anotber coufiderable Body of 
Troops at Kiovia, with Defign to joyn bis 
Majetty wich them in Perfon, ihe King of Swe. 
den and Staniflaus, are ac Je te 
of Voihiwwia to Lublic, (whither trey todow'd the 
Mufcovites that retir’d fome tiuce fro: Gi dna 
in Lithuania through Volbinia co their own Coun- 
try,) after having made the Nobiluy of that Pro- 
vince declare tor King Staniflavs; ano have fum- 
mon'd a Diet of che Nobiluy of the Palatinat of 
Lublin to do the like. 
From tke Amfterdam Gazerce, dared Auguft 17. 
Hambourg, Auguft 13. We have Advice trom the 
Camp of King Auguttus of Polard bis Ma- 
jetty’s Aimy having happily pals’s -he Viftula, tthe 
Bug, and the Na:cu, eucamp’e at Sieraz 3 where 
they continued the 28th of July ; and char bis 
Horfe had loyn’d the Army of the Crown.’ Le ters 
fiom Lublin of the ft of this Month, fay the K..g 
of Sweden aud King Staniflaus wen: trom shence 
a few. Days before, accompanied by Prince Alexan- 
det Sobieski, taking their march towards the Vittwle, 
over whic«: River they bave caus'd a Bridge to be 


laid rear Palow : Count Zinzendorff the. ‘*mperor’s 


Envoy extraordinary to the King of Sveden, was 
arriv'd at Lublin, but had not had Aud.eee of hig 
Majefty. 
From the Lieden Gazetre, dated Auguft 17, _ 
Letters from Cracow of the 4th of Auguft, ad- 
vife, that Prince Lubomirski S-aroft of Spiski 
pearing larely before the Caft'e of Luhccona, de- 
fir'd the Officer who commanded in i: for, King Au- 
guftus, to admit him to take poffedlion of i, as be- 
longing to him; er at leaft to deliver to him his 
Tents, Arms, and Field-tquipage, which ‘he had 
left there fome time before, that ke might go and 
ferve in the Army of King Auguftus. The Officer 
refus’d to yield up tke Place .o him withour an ex- 
prefs Order from his Polith Majefty, bur fent him 
his Arms and Equipage. Prefently after, the Srar: 
declar’d againft King Auguftus, and laying Siege to 
the Caftle with his Troops, tock it in 3 Days time, 
and caus’d the Garrifon to te put to the Sword, ft 
was apprehended at Cracow that Ge: eral Reinfchild 
with the Body of Swedes he commands would make 
them a Vifit ; but thefe Lerters fay he march’d from 
Petrikovia the 3oth of July towards Lublin, to joy 
the Army of the King his Mafter. - 
From the Paris Gazerte, dated Auguft 14. 
Verfailles, Auguft 13. The 7th Inftanc Cardinal 
Gualkterio the Pope’s Nuncio, coming hither in his 
own Coaches, had Audience of the Dauphin, being 
accompanied by the Countde Brienne, and con- 


ducted by the Sieur de Saindtor Introductor of Am- 


baffadors. He was receiv'd by the Sieur des Gran- 
ges Mafter of the Ceremonies, at the Head of a 
Detachment of the hundred Swifs, by the Officer 


of the Life-Guard within the Door of the = 
the 
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the Guards under -Arms making a Lane. The 
Daujain receiv'd ftanding and cover'd the Com- 
pliment made him by the Cardinal, who was 
likewife ftanding and cover’'d. The next Day the 
Cardinal had Audience of Leave of the King.in Or- 
der ro return «1 Rome,he was accompanied by the C. 
de Brionne, anc conducted by tbe Sieur de Sain- 
ot, who took him up ac his Houfe ac Paris in the 
King’s and ihe Dutcaefs of Burgnndy’s Coaches, 
In the Ouvr-Court of Verfailes he pais’d throngh 
the Companies of Frenca aod Swifs Guards, the 
Drums beating ; inthe Court were the Guarus of the 
Gare, and che Stait-Cafe of tae Guatd Hall was 
che hundred Swifs in their Habits of Cere- 
mony. Whinche Door Of the Guard-tail be was 
receiv'd by the Martlal de Boutilers Capcain of the 
Guards, which were under Arnis in 2 Ranks,. He 
had afterwards Audience of Leave cf the Dauphin, 
the Duke of Burguady, the Darchels of 
the Duke of Berry, Madame, and the Duichels of 
Orleans: And after he had been treated by the 
King’s Officers, he was conducted Sack 10 Paris by 
the Sieur de Sainétoc wich the fame Honouis he 
came.
